BOGOTA, Colombia, March 11.

Allied Armies Join 
On 150-Mile Front 


PARIS, Monday, March 12.—(AP)—American First Army 
troops surged steadily ahead today, expanding their bridge- 
head on the east bank of the Rhine—now nine miles wide by 
three miles deep—with magnificent air and artillery-support 


holding enemy resistance to a

bridges bore streams of Americans across. 


The Americans have overrun‘ 
eight towns in the bridgehead 
area, an Associated Press front 
dispatch said. 

Supreme Allied Headquarters 
in reporting that the ¥irst Army 
still was surging forward, more 
than a mile at some points, said 
the Allies had liquidated the last 
Germans in the stubbornly de- 
fended salient at Wesel and com- 
pleted occupation of virtually all 
of the Reich territory west of the 
Rhine and north of the Moselle. 
EXPLOIT ADVANTAGE 

Lt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges’ 
First Army doughboys—exploiting 
the rdvantage gained by the sur- 
prise surge across the Rhine 
Wednesda y-—pushed forward 
more than a mile at several places 
in the bridgehead opposite Rema- 
gen. 

An Associated Press dispatch 
from the bridgehead, disclosing 
the seizure of eight German towns 
on the Rhine’s east bank, said the 
Americans were hauling big artil- 
lery pieces across the river to add 
further sinew to their steadily 
tightening clutch on the Rhine’s 
east bank, 


The Germans said the American 
bridgehead was 11 miles wide— 
two miles more than the claims of 
SHAEF—and declared that the 
First Army had thrown several 
emergency bridges across the riv- 
er to supplement the use of the 
Ludendorff railroad span, seizure 
of which gave the Americans their 
opportunity. 

CRISIS PASSES 

Supreme Allied headquarters, 
partly stripping the security cloak 
from the bridgehead—possible evi- 
dence that the critical hours were 
past—said it was three miles deep 
and nine miles wide, with the 
Americans in possession of eight 
east bank towns, one of them un- 
identified.

The Pope said socialization was 
justified only when the “common 
welfare” really required it as an 
only means to repair the abuse 
or avoid the waste’of a nation’s 
productive forces. Even then, he 
added, just socialization requires 
that all interested parties receive 
indemnities. 

“Democratization of economy,” 
the Pontiff asserted, is menaced 
as much by the “economic des- 
potism of anonymous conglomera- 
tions of private capital” as by the 
“preponderant strength of organ- 
ized multitudes ready to use their 
power contrary to the justice and

Declaring it was time to aban- 
don empty phrases, the Pope ap- 
pealed to all men to recognize a 
“higher unity” as binding all who 
collaborate in production. 

“That is to say... their duty 
to provide together, in stable fash- 
ion, for the common welfare and 
needs of the entire community,” 
he said. 

Noting that workers’ syndicates 
now are being formed in Italy, the 
Pontiff said their activities must 
be confined to fog and 
defending labor in making con- 
tracts. He cautioned that if they 
go beyond that function anc “as 
sume ... the right of disposing 
freely of labor... as occurs else- 
where,” the conception of the syn- 
dicate would be altered or de- 
stroyea.

‘Coddling’ Nazi Prisoners 


_ (Further grievances of the citizens of Chandler, Ariz., against 
Nazi prisoners of war and the Army’s steps to cope with them are 
outlined in this second article of a series, written after an Inter- 
national News Service survey at the scene.)

PHOENIX, Ariz., March 12.—The “Nazi flag” episode at nearby 
Chandler seemed to crystallize the mounting belief of that desert 
community's citizens that laxity in the handling of German war

In the first incident, at the Ed. 
Elisworth ranch, one of a detail 
of Germans working there left the 
job with his guard and the pair 
drank beer together in a tavern. 
Local citizens‘ declared the pris- 
oner carried his guard’s rifle. 

Capt. Henry Averrill, of the Pa- 
pago park prisoner of war camp, 
remembered the case well. Capt. 
Averrill declared it to be a “one 
in a million” type of case. 

The guard in question, prior to 
assignment at Papago park, had 
been assigned to Italian service 
unit camps, where an entirely dif- 
ferent and extremely more len- 
ient policy had obtained. More 
over, Capt. Averrill said, the guard 
himself was of such caliber that 
he believed he was doing no 
wrong in joining the prisoner at 
a bar.

Those Chandler citizens who told 
of it had “heard it from someone 
else” and this correspondent ob- 
served at Papago park that the 
prisoners treated their American 
captors with the greatest of re- 
spect. 

Farmer Bill Hooks, whose son 
was killed by a Nazi sniper in Eu- 
rope, said that German prisoners 
working in fields adjacent to his 
property have stolen oranges from 
his trees, and occasionally have 
picked up the newspaper deliv- 
ered to his home.

CUSTOMERS WAIT 


For more than a year, however, 
markets have been sold out by 
mid-afternoon Saturdays. Now 
meatmen report that beef and 
pork, when they receive them, 
stay in the cases only a few min- 
utes. Most regular customers 
‘know when to expect the meat 
and are waiting for its delivery. 

Any shortage of red _ ration 
points has been diverted. Now 
the meat purchase coupons are 
piling up in food buyers’ bags. 
There is no cheese to be whipped | 
into a meat substitute dish—vir- | 
tually none. Canned fish avail-| 
able consists of a limited amount | 
of tuna, some lobster (which gro- 
cers say moves slowly), no sal- 
mon. 

Housewives are digging 
cook books for variations in pre- | 
paring fish—patties, cakes, casse- | 
role, creoles and the like.

As the news from Germany trickles through, it is clear that 
the situation is not what we expected to find, and it seems likely 
that the war will not end as expected. 

We have anticipated that the Nazis would retreat to the Ba- 
varian and Austrian Alps, and from there continue organized re- 
sistance assisted by guerrilla warfare. This possibility has been 
weighed by the Allies. 

But the assumption for any such form of war is the support 
of the majority of the population. The astonishing indications, 
which now come in daily, are that the Nazis have no such support. 
The population is not only ready, but eager to quit. Both on the 
eastern and western fronts when they see that they are not going 
to be massacred, as they were told by the Nazis, the people are 
co-operative with our troops, docile, and in places so welcoming 
that our own nonfraternization orders simply cannot be maintained. 

Furthermore, as the Nazi grip relaxes, we shall find an exten- 
sive underground anti-Nazi movement in Germany. That cannot 
yet be seen from the reports of correspondents, but it has already 
been discovered by our authorities. This I have never doubted. 
The theory of the solidarity of the German people behind the 
Nazi regime is due to the total inability of persons living in free 
countries to understand the nature of a totalitarian order and the 
complete impossibility of overthrowing it without outside armed aid. 
Joke on Adolf? The joke, however, will be on the Nazis—for 

* they themselves could not know the real state 
of mind of the population until! our troops came in. They certainly 
knew there was strong opposition or they would not have had the 
Gestapo, S. S., the concentration camps, the hangings, the universal 
terror. But once the war began they counted on the national spirit 
against foreign foes, trusting it to be stronger than the opposition. 
There is also this disadvantage to a totalitarian state—the oppo- 
sition has to be secret and as shrewd in self-protection as its 
oppressors. 

So it is not only we who have been watching the behavior of 
the population as our troops advanced. The Nazis have been much 
more interested. No matter what the reaction of the people, we 
shall finish the war as planned. But how the Nazis would finish 
the war depended upon the behavior of the people. There is no 
possibility of successful guerrilla warfare except with popular sup- 
port. If the people want peace at any price, guerrilla warfare is 
a most dangerous activity for the Nazis themselves By engaging 
in it, they expose themselves as Nazis. They divide themselves from 
the population and make it easy to single them out. 

Now, if this program of continuing the war by other means 
when organized armies collapse is abandoned for lack of popular 
support, what alternative have the Nazis? Only to disappear in 
the population—in conditions of general collapse. Thus instead of 
continuing resistance “till the last dog is hung,” the dogs will 
wish, at a cerlain moment, to bring about a complete end of re- 
sistance under conditions most favorable to themselves. Those 
conditions are chaos, streams of refugees, whose identities cannot 
be verified, destruction of all state and party fHes, the outfitting 
of themselves with false identification papers, and disorderly break- 
up of the armies, in contrast to orderly demobilization. 


Confirmation Dr. Goebbel’s last article in “Das Reich” seems 

to confirm this outlook. For the first time the 
leading Nazi propagandist does not foresee a protracted war and a 
defense of every corner of the Reich, but says “The war has already 
exceeded its climax and will lead up to a furioso in its final phase 
ending suddenly and rashly.” Even if he tries to create the im 
pression that this ultimate end will be in German victory, he cer- 
tainly knows otherwise, nor will any Germans reading his article 
believe that it is anything but a Nazi threat to do something par- 
ticularly horrible before the regime disappears. In practical terms 
the article means a furioso to promote disintegration and chaos— 
and a sudden end. 

This is the natural consequence of the behavior of the German 
population—of. the white flags decking the houses of Duisburg— 
clearly visible, incidentally, from the other side of the Rhine. It 
precludes any plan for continued resistance for months. 

But it will also require reconsiderations of our own plans. Not 
only the punishment of the German people has begun long ago, 
but their re-education also. The education of a nation is not the 
result of preachments, but of experience. Hitler’s thousand years’ 
Reich will have had the shortest tenure of life of all three Reichs 
to date—a brief, almost instantaneous explosion of history—bring-

Women Carry Babes 
To Labor on Road 


Chinese women, with their babies on their 

backs, carried papoose fashion, walking miles to 

; ; their place of work. That place, a road, wind- 

ing through marshes, around hills and across tree-studded plains. 

Women and children by the thousands, some as young as 11 years, 

some as old as 65, carrying stones from the valleys to make the 

road base, carrying crude hods of earth from the hills to make 
the fills. 

Such is the picture of the building of the new “Stilwell” road 
which is now in use, carrying supplies to the fighting forces of 
free China, opening the back door into that theater of war after 
it had been closed for almost three years. 

There are other pictures, graphic pictures, of the building of 
that road. It was made by a combination of military forces and by 
American civilian engineers and road builders and the toiling, pa- 
tient hand labor of the Chinese civilian population. Most of the 
able-bodied men of China have gone to the fighting fronts, so 
that civilian labor consisted, for the greater part, of children and 


of women. 

Construction gangs spent more than four 
Water Leeches months in the marshy stretches of the Moguang 
valley, cutting down trees and building bridges. They worked, 
much of the time, in water to their waists or, if on higher, drier land, 
bathed in their own sweat under the tropic heat of the swamps. 

Many of them died, infected by the ferocious water leeches, 
larger and more dangerous than the usual leeches of the land. 
Others died by accidents, which were not infrequent. Sometimes, 
so dense was the forest. gangs of woodsmen, though close to each 
other, could not see each other and sometimes the warning of a 
great tree falling was not heard and men’s bodies were crushed 
under the heavy trunk. 

But the road was built and today it is open. Long lines of 
transport trucks are moving from Ledo, through Myitkyina and 
Wanting, on to Kunming, and to Chungking. And the route is 
dotted with the graves of the ones who died, either by enemy 
action, by disease or accident, so the road might be built. 

There is a great British army fighting in 


°,° ° ° 
British Victories Burma and winning spectacular victories. 
We »verlook the importance of these Burmese victories, because of 
our interest in the European war and in the fight on Iwo Jima 
and in the bombings of Tokyo. 

But, in the progress of the war against Japan, the Burmese 
campaign ranks at the top in strategic importance. 

This army of British, Indian and Chinese has taken half of 
Mandalay. They have occupied the important port city of Akyab. 
They have cut the Japanese in southern Burma from their lines of 
supply and there are great numbers of the enemy isolated and 
facing ultimate extinction. 

And it all means. in the words of Dr. Wang Shih-chieh, Chi- 
nese minister of information, that today the Chinese armies under 
Chiang Kai-shek can fight solely against the enemy on one front, 
instead of two. “Only two or three months ago,” he states, “we 
had to cope with the enemy’s offensives against both our front and 
back doors. Today, with our back doors secure, we need to fight 
virtually on only one front.” 


ean There are many Allied leaders who believe 
Decisive Area? the war against Japan will be decided on 
the Chinese mainland. They contend that, regardless of what hap- 
pens to the Japanese homeland, the Nippon troops in China will 
fight on until they are eliminated. They believe that the first 
step in the final phases of the Pacific war should be Allied land- 
ings on the China coast, in heavy force. Once the Japanese armies 
are removed from China, they argue, the task of bringing Japan 
proper to her knees in unconditional surrender will be well on 
the way to achievement. 

General Stilwell, who most assuredly knows the problems of 
the Pacific war theater, predicted when in Washington that Japan 
will continue to fight on the Asiatic mainland and will not be 
beaten until her armies are engaged and defeated in China. 

“The very fact,” says Dr. Wang, “that the enemy has been 
fighting fiercely and doing his utmost for strengthening his de- 
fenses along China’s coast shows that he means to make large- 
scale and stubborn fighting in the China theater in the future. 
He will most certainly reinforce this area in spite of, or rather 
in consequence of, his reverses elsewhere. % 

Which may explain Secretary Stimson’s recent prediction that 
most of the Americans now fighting in Europe will be transferred 
to the Pacific after the German surrender. 

And. which brings us back to contemplation of the importance 
of the work done bv those Chinese women and children on the 
new road of supply, the Stilwell road, into free China.

Russell's Program 
ToStreamline Congress 


WASHINGTON—It is not generally known, 

but Sen. Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, was re- 

' cently paid the distinction of being asked to serve 

as chairman of the special joint congressional committee named to 
draw up plans for a more modern reorganization of congress. 


While consenting to serve on the committee, the Georgia senator 
declined the chairmanship because of the demands of other com. 
mittees to which he is assigned, including immigration, which he 
heads. Instead, he asked that the chairmanship be given to Sen. 
Robert M. LaFollette, Progressive, of Wisconsin, in view of its non- 
partisan character. 

Sen. Russell was asked to serve on the important committee 
because of the part he has played in the long-standing agitation for 
the reorganization of the congressional committee structure. He 
regards the present system as antiquated and outmoded. 

Congress, he says, is very much in need of streamlining to make 
it better able to deal with the swift-moving complexities of modern 
government, 

As it is, both the house and senate continue to function under 
a committee system that has been in operation for more than a 
hundred years. Much dead weight needs to be eliminated. 


At present there are some 45 permanent standing committees 
in the house and 33 in the senate. These, Sen. Russell believes, 
might well be reduced to 10 or 12 in each chamber, with the com- 
mittees given a more restricted membership. 


. me Attendance by members of congres- 
To Eliminate Lethargy sional committees has come to be 
something of a national scandal in recent years and the Russell 
proposal would tend to eliminate the lethargy that now prevails. 
Seldom do committee hearings command the presence of a third or 
more of the membership. Only when some exceptional situation 
arises do the members turn out for meetings. 

tecently Gov. Earl Warren, of California, complained bitterly 
—and with complete justification, it seems—because only a handful 
of senators turned up at a senate committee hearing before which 
he had traveled across the continent to appear. 

Under the reorganization contemplated by the Georgia senator 
assignments to congressional committees would be a mark of dis- 
tinction that would command ‘the presence of those selected to serve. 

Most of the present committees, or many of them, are useless 
appendages anyway. Their work could very well be consolidated 
into more compact groups. Some of them meet no oftener than 
once or twice a year and never consider any legislation of real im- 
portance. They either are holdovers from an earlier day, or they 
were set up merely for the purpose of, providing a place for new 
members coming to congress who otherwise would feel embarrassed 
without being given some committee assignment. 


Sen. Russell's ideas about congressional reorgani- 
zation follow closely along the lines recommended 
recently by War Mobilization Director James F. Byrnes who, as a 
former member of the house and senate, has made a special study 
of the subject. 

In addition to revamping the committee structure, Byrnes has 
proposed the creation of a congressional cabinet composed of the 
chairmen of house and senate committees. He would have this 
group meet at stated intervals—at least once a month—with the 
President. That would insure a closer working arrangement be- 
tween the legislative and the executive branches of the government. 

Mr. Byrnes would further authorize members of the President's 
cabinet to appear on the floors of congress, on invitation, to answer 
questions—a system similar to that employed in the British house 
of commons. 

Sen. Russell thinks these are sound proposals. He 
mined that some improvements of the kind shall be made. 

“Congress is greatly in need of modernization,” he said, “and 
many of us think the time has come to do something about it. It is 
a subject that has been talked about a good deal in the past, but 
nothing has been done. Now we have a joint committee named to 
draw up plans and recommendations. I am hopeful of obtaining 
worthwhile results.” 

The special committee to which the Georgia senator has been 
named consists of six members of the house and an equal number 
from the senate. It has an opportunity for doing the nation a real 
service by putting through much needed reforms.

Dixie Records the records that have been established in Pasa- 
dena’s famous Rose Bowl. We have just received the records on a 
sort of lateral pass play—Pfc. Frank A. Dolan Jr., to Frank A. Dolan 
Sr., War Manpower Commission, Atlanta. 

On Jan, 1, Pfc. Dolan, stationed at the Yuma 
Army Air field (altitude training unit), a friend 
from Hahira, Ga., and another buddy from the 
south saw the Tennessee-Southern California 
game as guests of Mr. Dolan. He sent them 
tickets. 

Young Dolan, who attended Marist College 
and played football, sent his dad a souvenir 
program which carries and up-to-date listing 
of Rose Bowl records. 

Never will forget one of them. Lamar 
Davis grabbed the opening kickoff and 
almost got away for a touchdown. He re- 
turned the kickoff 43 yards and, passing the last tackler, was 
tripped. (Radio reports credited Trippi with the run.) 

Trippi did a great deal of running later. Frankie Sink- 
wich was handicapped by a twisted ankle and a stretched 
Achilles tendon. He could only hobble. Wally Butts sent 
him in only when there was a scoring chance. 

Georgia ran up 24 first down (another record) as Trippi swept 
up and down the bowl] field against U. C. L. A. 

Alabama’s John Campbell, playing against Washington State in 
1931, set two individual records. He scored the most points in a 
quarter, 15, and also made the most conversions in a quarter, three. 

Alabama's 1935 team, playing Stanford, set a record with 22 
points in one quarter. That was the Howell-Hutson team.

And—you won’t believe this— 
you will get all regular holidays 
off (including the regular, school 
Christmas holidays and spring va- 
cation) without any loss of pay. 
You'll also get some leave each 
calendar year, not to exceed 30 
days, with pay. 

Possibly you remember that a 
Veterans’ Administration repre- 
sentative or maybe the personal 
affairs officer at the place you got 
your discharge mentioned this edu- 
cational program, but maybe you 
didn’t listen too carefully; because 
you were going home—and that 
was the only song your mind could 
hear. 

But now that you’ve been home 
awhile you wouldn’t make a mis- 
take by at least glancing at this 
free education picture. And I'd 
even advise against a glance, be- 
cause you've plenty of time to take 
a long, careful look. You have 
until two years after your dis- 
charge or relief to inactive status 
or two years after the end of the 
war, whichever is later. 

Of course, if you were thrown 
out of the Army, Navy, Marines 
or Coast Guard with a yellow dis- 
charge, don’t apply for this free 
schooling. A dishonorable  dis- 
charge disqualifies. 

But if you’re out of the service 
under conditions that aren’t dis- 
honorable and you served at least 
90 days, part of which was after 
Sept. 16, 1940, then you’re prac- 
tically eligible for up to one year 
of this free education. Many are 
eligible for more than one year 
and I'll tell you how later.

Some peo- 
ple have marvelous memories for 
names.” 
DIAGNOSIS 
The ability to remember names 
and faces is possessed by every 
person with normal intelligence, 


‘but it requires conscious effort. 


It has been estimated, however, 
that nobody uses more than 25 per 
cent of his gray matter, so we 
need not worry lest we burn out 
a brain cell by overwork. 

It isn’t lack of mental ability. 
therefore, which causes us to for- 
get names. Instead, it is lack of 
sufficient motivation, plus a defi- 
nite memory scheme. 

James A. Farley, in the political 
field, is supposed to have had one 
of the best memories for names 
and faces, but he carried his little 
black book in which he jotted 
them down, and then rehearsed 
them just before he visited a city 
a second time. 

The real secret of a good mem- 
ory is simply good learning, for 
your brain will retain impressions 
for almost a lifetime if they are 
clearly impressed thereon in the 
original learning situation. 

HOW TO REMEMBER NAMES 

When you are introduced to a 
stranger, therefore, be sure to ob- 
tain a clearcut sensory impressi n 
of the name. A mumbled or in- 
distinctly understood name, is like 
a poorly exposed camera film. 

You can never get a good re- 
production later if you don’t get 
the proper original exposure on 
your camera film. In like manner, 
you must not expect vour brain 
to give you a clear memory repro- 
duction later if you have a hazy 
or iuzzy original impression, 

Furthermore, if you can obtain 
a double sensory impression, you 
thus increase your likelihood of 
remembering. For example, if you 
can visualize or see the name in 
eddition to hearing it, you thus 
involve the eye as well as the ear. 

Then be sure to act upon the 
new impression as soon as pos- 
sible, for muscular activity helps 
“etch” the memory more deeply. 
Write the name down in a little 
book, for instance, or use it quickly 
by introducing the stranger to 
somebody else. 

“I’m glad to meet you,” is thus 
of no help in developing your 
memory for you failed to mention 
the name of the stranger. 

“I’m glad to meet you, Mr. 
Brown,” gets the name into action. 
And you can quickly repeat the 
process by saying, “Miss Smith, 
may I introduce Mr. Brown?” 
MAKE ASSOCIATIONS 

Since items are filed away in 
our memory much as in an office 
file, try to cross-index your mem- 
ory. 

This means you should try to 
link the new name with many as- 
sociated ideas. 

For example, consciously asso- 
ciate “Mr. Brown” with the color 
brown, or brown autumn leaves. 
Or link it to some city that is 
familiar to you or to some county, 
like Brown county, Indiana. 

Thus you will have more cues 
for pulling the name “Brown” 
from your memory at a later date.
